pee to pay taxes with script there 
| would be a dozen people there offer- 
| ing him cash for the script and a 
| slight premium to boot. In place of 
driving other money out it brought 
.other money in. It appeared that 
financial interests saw that it was 
working so well the only way they 
| could stop it was to flood the city 
| with money. Script was used three 
years in Detroit and it worked beyond 
the expections of the most opimistic.

Some of these deposits have already been developed. and others are! 
being turned into production, but even in these known fields cumulative | 
evidence points to the probability that only the surface has yet been) 
scratched, as witness the. recent discovery of the existence of oil, presum- | 
ably in large quantities, at hitherto: untapped depths just beyond the out-} 
skirts of the known Turner Valley field. 

And outside the known and already productive fields is a vast territory 
which, if credence is to be given the weight of evidence and belief of scien- 
tific authorities, has perhaps even greater possibilities. 

The discovery by Major Howard, Winnipeg geologist, of definite fold- 
. ing of sub strata in south western Manitoba recently prompted Dorsey 
Hager of New York, a geologist of international repute and author of 
standard works on field geology, to express his conviction that there is 
every reason to suppose that the whole of Saskatchewan, the greater part of 
Alberta and part of Manitoba are sitting over a vast ‘potential oil and 
gas field. 

'. Such a possibility has heen suspected, for some time but Mr. Hager 
wisely drew attention to the difficulties which must be encountered before 
this great wealth can be tapped with any degree of reasonable certainty 
and intimated that recovery of these riches is likely to entail large expendi- 
tures of capital because of:the peculiar geological conformation of the 
country. ; , 

For example, Mr. Hager pointed out that the residents of the Lloyd- 
minster district on-thé Alberta-Saskatchewan boundary who were fortunate 
enough to strike gas in commercial quantities on the strength of ‘sketchy | 
geological reports compiled in’ Ottawa were taking a gamble with odds of | 
500 to one against them and that “even where a dome or anticline is/ 
located in a known field by experienced men the’ chances are only one in 
three that oil or gas will be found in commercial quantities.” 

_ The difficulties of locating hidden mineral wealth are great enough in 
countries where exposed outcroppings are frequent. and where geological 
sub-strata is regular but these handicaps are multiplied a hundredfold in 
a territory overlain by glacial drift and where the sub-strata is subjected | 
to frequent faults as in the prairie provinces. : 

* All of which is tantamount to saynig that the search for, mineral 
wealth in Western Canada is essentially a rich man’s game and that the great 
need for successful prosecution of the search is available capital in con- 
siderable quantities. Those who attempt it on a shoe string are playing 
against great. odds. j

Edmonton, July 31.— Claiming to 
have discovered a method of destroy- 
ing the sow and Canada thistle by 
catching them in weak moments, John 
Mottus, of Eckville, Alta., is in Ed- 
monton with the intention of reveal- 
ing his secret free of charge for the 
benefit of Albertd farmers. 


Mottus, who had signatures of 70 
farmers in the Wetaskiwin district 
who state they have used his discov- 
ery and freed their land of these de- 
structive weeds, claimed if farmers 
would follow his, instructions he 
would rid the whole province of. the 
weeds. 

Instructions to’ farmers from Mr. 
Mottus are to cut two to four inches 
above the ground and plow or pull the 
i thistles within the 80-hour period 
from 8 a.m. August 12 to 4 p.m. Aug. 
15, rain or shine. His request is that 
persons using his method let him 
know of their ‘success.

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SMALL WHEAT CROP IN THE 
WEST 


. Conditions on Alberta’s wheat 
farms have become increasingly 
worse with the Peace River district 
being the ouly area in the province 
with a really good crop. There has 
been some rainfall over portions in 
the central wheat belt with Edmonton 
reporting better than one half inch 
last week-end, but on the whole the 
drouth has persisted and each passing 
day without general and profuse rains 
sees the- prospective outturn dwind- 
ling. Rains now would help the oat 
crop and do some good to the late 
wheat, but most of the latter crop is 
already too far advanced to ‘be mater- 
ially increased in yield no matter how 
much rain falls. ‘ 

The provinces of Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan report similarly bad condit- 
ions. On the whole it is evident that 
the 1936 crop will be the smallest 
-Canada has produced in many years, 
and much of the grain is likely to be! 
shrivelled and light in weight.

adicate or obtain better control of 
certain perennial weeds. . Summer- 
fallowing is the best genera] dry far- 
ming practice known at the present 
time for accomplishing these ends.For 
this reason, summerfallowing is con- 
sidered the most important: basic 
practice of ‘Western Canada farming. 
While summerfallow land is the most 
productive, it is also the land which 
has been most susceptible to soil 
drifting in recent years. Summerfal- 
lowing, however, has sometimes been 
considered an expensive method of 
preparing land for crops due to loss 
of revenue during the fallow year. 
For many years, various methods 
and ‘crops hay been tested as sub- 
‘stitutes for the summerfallow. Ex- 
periments conducted at the Dominion 
Experimental Station at Swift Cur- 
rent since the year 1922 have shown 
to.date that wheat yields following 
various summerfallow substitutes are 
often considerably lower than yields 
of wheat when grown on bare fallow 
land. For the years 1923 to 1929 in- 
clusive, the average wheat: yields per 
acre following summerfallow and 
summerfallow substitutes are as fol- 
lows: After fallow 26.6 bushels; after 
corn 22.2 bushels; after potatoes 22.1 
bushels; after barley in double rows 


42 inches apart, 17.9 ‘bushels; after 
wheat in double rows 42 inches apart, 
17.9 bushels; after oats in’ double 
rows 42 inches apart, 16.1 bushels; 
after sunflowers 15.9 bushels; ,after 
oats sown 6th of June and cut for 
green feed, 12.8 bushels; after oats in 
triple rows cut for grain, 17.0 bush- 
els; after oats sown half-bushel per 
acre cut for grain, 12.7 bushels per 
acre, — 

Crops of whéat following fallow 
substitutes in 1930 were so weedy 
that they had to be mowed before 
seed ripened. In 1931, yields follow- 
ing fallow substitutes were exceed- 
ingly light. While corn and potatoes 
proved to be the best fallow substi- 
tutes, these can only be grown on a 
limited acreage. -Corn land is some- 
times rendered susceptible to 
drifting in the spring by the inter-til- 
lage of the previous year which cre- 
ates a level and loose condition of the 
top: soil. 
tooth cultivator that will dig up 
lumps from“the lower depths will of- 
ten rectify this condition. Corn stub- 
ble has not been found to be very ef- 
fective in preventing soil drifting 
since such stubble is generally scanty. 

The yield of grain from a wheat 
crop grown in rows together with the 
yield from the succeeding wheat crop 
sown. in ordinary six-inch spaced 
drills, has approximately equalled the 
yields obtained from wheat grown 
continuously on one piece of land not 


to June 10 on fallow for green feed 
has yielded 1.34 tons of cured hay for 
a seven-year average. Since the 
wheat yields following averaged only 
12.9, bushels per acre as compared 
with 26.6 bushels per acre on fallow, 
it is considered that for this period 
the 1.34 tons of green oat hay cost 
13.9 bushels of wheat plus the cost of 
growing the oat green feed crop.. Lat- 
er seedings are likely to produce a 
lower yield of green feed but a nigh- 
er yield from the following wheat 
crons. ‘Cereals sown in late July or 
early August would be classed as cov- 
er crops for the prevention of soil 
drifting. Such crops may produce 
some fall pasture.: : 

An alternative to growing grain in 
rows as a summerfallow subst'‘tute is 
the method of strip farming which 
maintains summerfallow land at its 
highest productive state and at the 
sae time, provides some protection s-
